Nowadays everybody who 
isn't quite deaf and dumb knows that 
acute so-called rheumatic fever, in- 
flammatory rheumatism, is a matter 
of germs invading the circulation and 
lodging in now this and now that 
joint to set up trouble, or maybe lodg- 
ing in the lining, of the heart to pro- 
endocarditis and perhaps per- 
manent valvular trouble. The germs 


responsible for all this usually find 
their way into the system through the 
throat or its vicinity. Se most per- 
sons nowadars understand why good 
doctors order patients, particularly 
young patients, to bed when an ap- 
parently simple sore throat or some 
similar ailment develops. The doec- 
tors are trying to prevent “complica- 
tions.” This aeute  infeettfous ar- 
thritis or rheumatism fever’ is an 
iliness of a few weeks. Most infee- 
tious arthritis is chronic, that 3 
rather insidious in onset and once 
one or several joints hecome aifected 
the trenble persists indefinitely unless 
the source of the infection is prompt- 
lv cleared up. Gonorrheal arthritism 
occupies a place midway between 
acute multiple arthritis or rheumatic 
fever and chronic arthritis; the gon- 
orrheal trpe, however, is the best ex- 
ample of focal infection—that is, the 
germs (gonocorci) gain entrance to 
the blood from the primary gonor- 
rhea, and in order io cure the arthritis 
is essential to eradicate the gon- 
orrheal intection. 

Atrophie arthritis and hypertrophic 
arthritis are the other two main types 
of arthritism. These, so far as we 
know, are not of infectious origin; 
that we have ho reason to sup- 
pose that germs have ansthing to do 
with these types of arthritism.

A full report by Howard Carter, who’ 


has had entire charge of exploring 
past season's work in clearing 
third and fourth chambers, has been 
made publie here. Further work 
the tomb has been suspended as 
now is open to the public.

Find Carved Human Figures.

A large part of the report is devoted 
to a description of the canopic jar of 
beautifully carved alabaster, contain- 
ing the king’s viscera, 
orate canopic chest enclosing the jar, 
discovered earlier in the year. ‘The 
whole elaborate construtcion of these 
relics was covered with gold, and bril- 
liantly inlaid sacred cobras. 
vhest, itself like a jar, was of semi- 
translucent alabaster and was guard- 
ml at each corner by a likelike 
uette of the Tutelary goddess. 

Four receptacles were juside 
chest, each with a cover consisting 
a finely sculptured alabaster head of 
Tutankhamen. Inside each recejitacle 
was a miniature gold coffin, a perfect 
copy of the great gold coffin of King 
Tut and a perfect specimen of 
artist-goldsmith’s§ art. 

Coffins Contain Heirlooms. 

Another nest of miniature coffins 
was found enclosing supposed _heir- 
looms. One of them contained a gold 
statuette of Amen-Hotep, one of Tut- 
ankhamen’s predecessors, as pharaoh 
of Egypt. and a lock of the hair of 
Queen Tyi. 

Carter describes the fourth cham- 
ber as an inextricable jumble of every 
kind of funeral chattel, in extreme dis- 
order as if disarranged by an earth- 
quake, but evidently the work of rob- 
bers seeking gold, and in great con- 
trast to the harmony and erder of the 
third chamber. Objects rescued from 
this chamber have not yet been exam- 
ined thoroughly, but many promised to 
be highly interesting. 

Apparently the fourth chamber was 
intended for the storage of oils, 
and foodstuffs for the deceased 
to use bevond the grave, but there was 
also an overflow of funeral parapher- 
nalia, ineluding couches, chairs, foot 
stools, gamicgg boards, weapons, toys
